‘FAIR PLAY. 


In an interview in the Independent, 
‘Theodore. N. Vail, president of the 
American Telephone and Telegraph 
Company, indicates that he is not 
in favor of public ownership. He 
feels that the government can not do 
things as economically as.a private 
corporation can do them. Yet he 
does not insist that the government 
can not do things efficiently. Under 
government ownership, he says, it 
may sometimes be possible to have 
efficiency; it Will always de impos- 
sible to have egonomy.” 

The economy“ upon which such 
store is placed by Mr. Vail and his 
fellow capitalists who look with dis- 
favor upon public ownership, we are 
free to confess, does not appeal to us. 
It is the economy“ that takes it 
out of the hide of labor” that divi- 
dends may be paid to capitalists. It 
is “economy” to pay low wages,. to 
give no certainty or security of em- 
ployment, to cut wages here and 
“speed up“ there, to do anything or 
everything possible to prevent a re- 
duction of  dividends—dividends 
which are the first and highest aim 
of corporate enterprise. 

A little extravagance under public 
ownership would be an excellent 
thing if it should operate exactly op- 
posite to capitalistic economy. We 
think it would be far better for the 
community if the money that is 
made by “economizing” at the ex- 
pense of telephone girls, linemen and 
George French were kept in 
the way of higher wages in- 
stead of being seut down to New 
York. for the bene ot shareholders 
and high ‘paid officials. 

We are sure that Mr. Vail earns 


all that he gets, but we do not see 
that any disaster would result to 
the people if the telephone and tele- 
graph services were owned. by ‘the 
government, the shareholders and 
their dividends eliminated, and the 
money witich is pid to them * “kept 
at home” by. reason of lower ‘charges. 
and higher wages.
